hroughotit Nevada will commence tha 
year's -work. There are many nnfavor- 


U criticisms that might ba made upon 


;he school management in the State, 


t nearly all the ills of our school sys- 


;em lie iu stupid legislation. 
The senti- 


ment is growing in the minds of all in- 
diligent peoplo that better legislation 
ihould bo had for school supervision. 
For more than a year (minabile clictn) 
not a line has been written in favor 
of abolishing the office of Superinten- 
dent of Public Instruction; not a word 
i»s come to our ears that the office is no 
account. 
On the contrary, we have 


aeard it said a hundred times that it 
was a disgrace to the intelligence of our 
people that the State has refused to 
provide for the traveling expenses of 
dtate Saperinteruleut. 


But we were nbout to soy that the 


schools generally will open this year 
nnder favorable auspices. Ctirson has 
re-elected all of its former teachers. 
Professor Hoive, who has been 
the 


school principal for fifteen or sixteen 
years, and who has given the schools an 
enviable reputation abroad, is stiil the 
educational head.

RENO SCHOOL DISTBICT.—The Trus- 


tes's of Eeno School'district, No. 10, 
lave made their report to Co. Supt. 
Roffforthe year from Sept. 1, 1885 to 
August 31, 1886, inclusive. The finan- 
cial part of the report shows $3,210 80 
school money received from the State; 
£6,789 22 received from county taxes; 
$8 75 from subscription, or a total of 
£10,008 77 from all sources. 
Tha 


teachers' salaries aggregated $7,900; for 
repairs, etc., $1,235 52; for library ac- 
count, §38 02; for apparatus, $63 17; 
for rent, full and contingent expenses, 
$1,538 65, or a total expenditure for 
school purposes of $10,775 36. The 
valuation of Reno's school houses and 
furniture is placed at $30,000; library, 
$150; apparatus $175, or n total valua- 
tion of $30,325. The statistics from 
the rciurns of the School Census Mar- 
shal show the number of boys between 
G and 18 to be 305, and girls 301, a total 
of 606 between 6 and 18; 237 under 0; 
58 between 18 and 21; 581 under 21 
born in Nevada; 26 children between 4

119.
